The Ohio National Khights of the Ku Klux Klan (NKKKK) 
held a rally at Loveland Park, outside Cincinnati, Ohio, 
on Saturday May I9, 1973. The rally was threatened with 
cancellation due to heavy rains throughout the day, but it was 
held from 8:30 PM until approximately 11:00 PM with about 
75 people in attendance.

Georgia in I963 as a "patriotic, secret 
social, and benevolent order."

I I from Columbus . Ohio, then gave a

R#. VENABLE. VENABLE spoke about crooked politics, race mixing, 
and the “good old days” of the Klan. VENABLE. also stated that 
new Klan members would be closely checked, since there are 
individuals “who will infiltrate and spy for a few dollars”.

and he gaveTa orie mihute rendition on socialism and A1X)LF 
HITLER. 

After the spee ch e s, ab o u t 15 robed Klansmen and one 
woman assembled around the cross. They walked around the cross 
in a counter clockwise direction with every other person 
holding a red flare.

Attached from Cleveland Office ad- 
vises that Agents of the Akron Resident 
Agency have seen known members of the 
National Knights of KKK on the same floor 
in the building which houses the Akron 
Resident Agency on two occasions in the 
very recent past. These individuals were 
challenged and left the area without inci< 
dent. One individual was observed trying 
to conceal a 35 millimeter camera with 
telephoto lens. Two of the individuals 
observed were formerly ' associated with 
right-wing organizations which included 
in its membership two individuals who had 
been prosecuted for bombing matters. 
Cleveland Office advised that local law 
enforcement agencies and building security 
personnel have been notified and sources 
have been alerted. Text of Cleveland mes- 
sage has been relayed to all offices havii 
any KKK activity advising them to be alerl 
for such incidents. Cleveland Office has 
been advised by teletype to take necessary 
investigative steps to determine if any 
Klan activity against Bureau personnel or 
space is planned.

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The United Klans of America, Inc., was chartered in 
1961 in Georgia. Its aims and purposes are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and 
segregation of the races. It is the dominant Klan 
group in the South with headquarters at Tuscaloosa, 

Alabama, and is currently active in several states. 

The United Klans of America, Inc., (UKA), Realm 
of Indiana, is subordinate to the parent organization, 

UKA, Inc., Tuscaloosa, Alabama. T he UKA is not

There were several other persons present, but they did 
not participate in the discussion, Mr, Venable spoke to the board 
members but most of the afternoon was spent in visitation, and 
the meeting was adjourned so that those present could eat and 
prepare themselves for a Klan rally which was being held near 
Spartanburg, South Carolina, that evening. 

The rally was held in an open field near the Peach 
Blossom Motel where [~ ~| had arranged for those attending 

to stay at their own expense. Approximately 175 to 200 persons 
attended the Klan rally which featured a cross-burning and a 
major speec h bv Mr. Venable ,, who spoke for over an hour on Klan 
philosophy. I l also spoke briefly and greatly 

impressed those in attendance. He is described as a white 
male in his early 30s, of Dutch descent, and very clean-cut looking.

Following the 
Klan rally, many of the out-of-town visitors got together and 
visited with one another at the Peach Blossom Motel.

Venable was made the permanent head of the national board

I conf ident ial source advised at the close 
of the meeting it was announced the UKA had scheduled their 
Imperial Klonvocation for the Labor Day weekend rather than 
the customary Thanksgiving weekend, and there was a great deal 
of dissatisfaction o yer this. James Venable publicly and 
repeatedly denounced I i Cor his refusal to cooperate 

with the Klan and conservative groups.

Source advised that there were approximately six 
individuals present wearing robes and that about 35-40 persons 
assembled. Source advised that this number included a number of 
curious onlookers and noted that the meeting was covered by 
local tele vision news personnel. These newsmen interviewed 
Ohio NKKKK i I announced that 

he was a candidate for the dffice of Governor of Ohi o. Klan-t ype 
merchandise was sold at the rally and in addition to I [ speakers 

included the Ohio NKKKK Kludd (Chaplain) who spoke on the Bible 
and a speech was also made by the Indiana Grand Dragon on White 
Christian America.
